A PROGRESSIVE POLICY. 


THE RESULT OF THE COUNTY. COUNCIL 
ELECTION IN LONDON. 


A Protest Against the Banquet to Minister 
Phelps The Parnell Commission— 
Further Details of the Tugu Massacre— 
Germany’s East African Expeditios—A 
Mine Horrer in England—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonpDonN, January 18.—Returns are at hand of 
the London County Council election from up- 
wards of forty out of fifty-eight constitu- 
encies. These leave little doubt that the new 
body will contain a majority jof members 
pledged to what is known as the progressive 
policy. One great feature of the elections is 
the routing of almost all the members of the 
discredited Board of Works. Even men be- 
longing to that body who always stood 
out against jobbery and corruption 
fared badiy in almost every case at 
the hands of electors to whom the very name 
Board of Works’’ is extremely repugnant. 
Broadly speaking, London’s new Government 
contains a majority pleaged to advocate the 
control of the police by the rate-payers, in- 
stead of a central Government taxation on 
the ground of values, the abolition of coal and 
wine dues, the abolition of a separate munici- 
pality forthe smail area, technically called 
the City of London, the equaliza- 
tion of rates, the prohibition of ‘‘sweating’’ 
contracts, the payment of trades union rates 
of wages In connection with official contracts, 
the provision of public baths, wash-houses 
and municipal lodging-houses, improved 
housing ofthe poor, and public contro! of 
food, gas, water and conveyance. The most 
of these subjects cannot be dealt with by 
the Council, but its advocacy of any particular 
bill affecting London will naturally have great 
weight with Parliament. The Socialists yes- 
terday were rejected.

ature, granting {400,000 in lieu of their estate, 
which was confiscated by the Government a 
bundred years ago, and when the order was 
suppressed by the Pope.

GIGANTIC SCHEME, 4 


Which, if Successful, Will Completely Pare 
alyze St: Louis asa Corn Market—The

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THE SAVAGE BANKS FEUD AT SMOKYTOWN, 
NEWBERRY COUNTY, x. a 


Men Censtantly Armed and Prepared fora 
Row—Butler Banks, Wounded in a Dis- 
pute With Jim Banks, Kills the Latter— 
Jim’s Friends Set Fire to Butier’s House 
During His Absence. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-D1sPaTcu. ~ 
CHARLESTON, 8. C., January 18.—News has 
Just been received here of the breaking out of 
a savage fevd in the Smokytown part of New- 
berry County. Lawiessness has for ten years 
prevailed in the region. Good citizens are 
afraid to do anythinges more than one pros- 
ecutor has had his barn burned, his Horses 
maimed or has suffered bodily injury. The 
men go armed and always prepared for a row. 
Under these conditions, when, not long ago, 
Butler Banks was wounded in a little 
Gispnte with James C. Banks, all Smoky- 
town waited with deep interest to 
see what would happen when Butler recovered. 
Last Saturday he was up and ready for busi- 
ness. How he got to business is told in a dis- 
patch received yesterday from Prosperity. 
James O. Banks is an agent for pictures and 
books. He started on a canvassing tour early 
Saturday morning. The first place he stopped 
at was a neighbor's house in sight of Butler“ 
house. It is supposed that bere Butler first 
saw James and hurriedly getting a double- 
barreled shotgun he started for the public 
road at Onesli Academy. He calculated that 
James would be compelled to come into the 
„big road“ at or near that point. Butler 
took his oldest son, a lad of 13, with him, tell - 
ing bis wife that he was going to sell an ox but 
that if he came across ‘‘Jim’’ Banks 
HE WOULD KILL HIM. 

Butler arrived at Oneall, had a short con- 
versation with Miss Dorothy Holerman who 
lives there and then seated himself by the 
side of a large pine tree on the road side. He 
did not have to remain long before James 
Banks arrived and entered the house of Miss 
Holerman without perceiving Butier who was 
just about forty yards distant. Butler 


remained quietly under the pine ‘until 
James came out of the house. Then he quick- 
ly arose, took deliberate aim and fired at 
James. The gun was loaded with buckshot, 
four of which took effect, one in the right 
hand, one in each arm near the shoulder and 
one penetrated the forehead just above the 
lefteye. James did not fall, but called to 
Butler not to shoot any more, as he was hurt. 
Butler did not heed him, but raised his gun 
again. James ran around the corner of 
the house just in time to escape 
the second charge. James knew that the cun 
was then empty and ventured from his place 
ofrefuge. But Butier drew a pistol and fired 
twice, neither shot taking effect. By this time 
James was bleeding profusely. He managed 
to getaway by the rear of Miss Holerman’s 
house, and then Butler, either satisfied or out 
of ammunition, left 
IN AN OPPOSITE DIRECTION. 

When James reached home he was dying. 
He made an ante-mortem statement and 
urged his friends to avenge him. The shoot- 
— —— piace — ots 3 morning. The re- 

lating blow was struck that night, when a 

arty of friends of James Banks went to the 

ouse of Butier Banks and deliberately 

set fire to it, although the only 
persons in it were Mrs. Banks 
and ber six children, the oldest of whom is 
only 13. The crackling of the fames awoke 
the mother. After a hards le, with the 
aid of her little ones, she su edin extin- 
— the fames. Thenthe men ordered 

er under pain of death and with many oaths 
to go back into the house. They next saturated 
bagsand rags with kerosine oll, stuck them 
into the crevices (it was alog house) and 

alin set fire to the dweiling. They kept 

rs. Banks inside until the fire 
was well under way. Then she 
was permitted to get out with what 
she could with her. The incendiaries 
next set fre tothe corn-crib and feed-house, 
the only other buildings on the premises, and 
departed, leaving her and her six little ones 
without shelter, clothes and food. In the 
morning the o rs of the law who bad gone 
to arrest Butler Banks could not find the piace 
where his house once stood. Amid the smok- 
ing embers were the six little children, bare- 
footed, bareheaded and hungry. The mother 
had left them early in the morning and gone 
to relatives in Edgefield County for assistance. 


Smokytown is far distant from the railroad 


and beyond the reach of the telegraph. There 
is likely to be more bioodshed soon. 

Tne Newberry News and Heraid, yesterday 
said: ‘‘Some ef the parties to this dark deed 
were recognized by Mrs. Banks and her chii- 
dren, and the names of all can be ascertained, 
but unless the Solicitor or Grand-jury, or 
some other powerful arm of the State Gov. 
ernment acts in the premises, we fear nothing 
will be done. There are just as good and true 
men in that section of country as ever 
breathed, but the moment they act they en- 

ger both life and te nl There is 
rimhteous indignation expres by the good 
people of the community over Saturday 
night’s foul work, but that istheend. They 
dare not act.

‘*‘DETECTIVE” KIRBY. 


Some Interesting Facts About the Alleged 
London “Times” Agent.

MONTREAL, Quebec, January 18.—The J, T. 
Kirby who figured inthe Buffalo dispatch is 
well known in Montreal and throughout Can- 
ada. He was born in Niagara in 1829, and is 
said to be a descendant of Brant, the famous 
Mohawk chief. Hisfamily is very rich and 
highly respected in Ontario. He was the par-

Then de blossomed out as a 
rabid Conservative politician, became 
a friend of Sir J. A. Macdonald, the 
premier, and went about the country making 
speeches for the Conservative candidates. 
Eighteen months ago Kirby disappeared. Two 
months ago he reappeared with a woman 
whom he called his wife, and astonished his 
acquaintances by paying the bills he had con- 
tracted and his display of wealth. He toid 
wonderful tales of his reception abroad. It 
now turns out that Kirby’s mission was to ol 
léct evidence against Parneli.

THE TEMPERANCE ALLIANCE BILL BEFORE 
THE MISSOURI LEGISLATURE. 


Provisions of the Measure—John R. Morri- 
son Appointed Warden of the Peniten- 
tiary—A Bill Against Insurance Trust 
Fixing Laber Day—Senator Miller Scores 
a Point on the Economy Fuss—To-Day’s 
Proceedings.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., January 18.—As stated 
in yesterday’s Fosr-Dtgraren, Gov. Francis 
this morning sent tothe Senate the name of 
Jobn R. Morrison to be warden of the peni- 
tentiary. Morrison comes 
Howard County: He was one of the first per- 
sons consulted by Francis when the latter de- 
termined to make the race forthe Democratic 
nomination for Governor. Mr. Morrison is re- 
lated by marriage to Mrs. John D. Perry, the 
Governor’s mother-in-law. 


TEMPERANCE ALLIANCE DRAMSHOP BILL. 

The Temperance Alliance dramshop bill, the 
tull text of which was published in the Post- 
DISPATCH afew days ago, was introduced in 
the House this morning by Mr. Jewett of 
Snelby — * who said that he presented it 
to the House request. It is a graded high- 
license bill, affecting dramshops only. In 
cities of less than 2. the tax for all pur- 
poses, State and counties, is nxed at $1,500; 
cities of third class, $2,000; second class, 2, 500, 
and first class $3,000 per annum. The most 
radical change isthe section providing that 
dramshops may be abated as a’ nuisance 
when it can be shown that they are patronized 
or frequented by gambiers or persons of bad 
repute. The only charge in regard to the 
manner of obtaining a license is that no per 
sons interested in the dramshop or the land- 
lord or the proprietor shall sign the petiti.n. 
There is also a provision that no license shall 
be granted where local option has been voted, 
or where the Town Council or municipal au- 
thorities have prohibited dramshops. 

The law provides in detail just how, when 
and for what purpose a dramshop license shall 
be issued, the duties of all officials being 
clearly defined and made obligatory, so that 
should the measure become a law it will de- 
prive city or State officers of the o portunity 
to protect or In any manner aid the dramshop- 
keepers, thereby depriving saloon-keepers of 
a great deal of influence with politicians, for 
the very good reason that the saloon propri- 
etor has nothing to expectin return for ser- 
vices rendered in the election of State or city 
“Tn trod nolng the bill Mr. Jewett of Shelby 
County sald: In presenting tis measure to 
the House I wish to state that it contains some 
provisions which I heartily indorse, while it 
also contains others the adoption of which I 
do not favor. The bill will, I presume, be re- 
ferred to the committee having in charge the 
revision of the law relating to d a ee 
isin the nature ofa suggestion to the com. 
mittee, and will return to this House amended 
or altered as in t ent seems best. 

Mr. Jewett made these re 
quest of Mr. Deering, who wished the m 
bers of the House to understand that the Alli- 
ance does not — to diotate but simply to 
suggest or assist the enactment of laws regu- 
lating the liquor traffic.

OUR GREAT EXPOSITION. 


A PLAN TO BUY THE BIG BUILDING FOR 
A CITY HALL. 


The Commission Considers Several Propo- 
sitions To-Day—A Pian to Build on City 
Hall Square Discussed—Looking for a 
Suitable Site—A Million Wanted for 
Half a Block. 


From the present aspect of things it might 
be safely said that the much-talked-of City 
Hall problem will be settled in some way be- 
fore long, as the commission appointed some 
time ago has taken hold of matters in dead 
earnest and will do something. It is a well 
known fact that some time ago $200,000 was set 
aside by the Municipal Assembly as a nest gag 
for a future fund made up of similar ap 
priations which would provide the city the 
means of buildinga City Hall of which the 
citizens could be proud and which would re- 
fiect credit on the whole city. 

For a long time nothing was done in the 
matter, but Mayor Allen finally decided that 
it would be a good idea to look into the possi- 
bilities of the scheme, and accordingly called 
a meeting of the commission yesterday morn- 
Sng. At that meeting it was decided thata 
conference with the committee from the 
Exposition would be a good thing. 

To-day when the commission met at 10 
o’clock Mr. 8. M. Kennard and Mr. L. D. 
Kingsland were present to represent the Ex- 
position Direotory. 

City Counselor Bell spoke of the Exposition 
as the best available site for a City Hall, as it 
was right on the best street in the city, ana 
convenient to all parts of the city. The erec- 
tion of a City Hall on that block would make 
it possible to open Locust street from Thir- 
teenth to Fourteenth, and thereby increase 
the value of property in that neighbor- 
hood immensely, making a proportionate 


increase in the olty revenue. The 
advantages of the location would be far ahead 
of any that could be had at any other point in 
the city. 

The representatives of the Exposition said 
thatthey thou — that the stock could be 
bought by the city at par or maybe ata slight 
advance.

He said that it 
would be impossible todo so, and that the 
work of making all the changes that would be 
necessary would be more expensive than the 
erection of an entirely new structure. 

The commission then made a proposition to 
the representatives ofthe Exposition, asking 
them to call a meeting of the Board of Direct- 
ors as soon as possible, and find out what of- 
fer they would consider worth calling a meet- 
ing of stockholders for. Mr. Ken- 
nard said that he would attend to the 
matter and it is now very probabie that steps 
wili be taken by the Exposition people to se- 
riously consider the plan of turning over to 
the city the now famous Exposition building 
and allowing them to tear it down and build 
in its place a City Hall. 

A second proposition was brought up for 
consideration after the Exposition project had 
been talked over. It wasthat of putting up 
the new building on the block bounded 
by Market, Chestnut, Eleventh and Twelfth 
streets, oue-half of which is now occupied by 
the City Hall. The city at present owns half 
of this block, the other half being the prop- 
erty of R. J. Lucas and Thomas T. Turner. 

The commissioners were of the opinion that 
this block would be a very good site, asthe 
building could be made to face on Twelfth 
street and be on the line from the 
new Union Depotto the main portion of 
the 2 ** —.— to a question ot cost 
Mr. as. H. Turner was asked what the 
Turner halt of the half bloek would cost.
